Invader Has Enough Artillery To Hold 
Any Position He May Take 


BROOKE'S COMMAND SAILS AT ONCE 


Shafter’s Messages Indicate That His 
Army About Santiago Is Getting 
in Better Shape and That 
Sickness Is Dis- 
appearing. 


Washington, July 24.—It is said at the 
war department that no news can be ex- 
pecte@ from any officia] source as to Gen- 
eral Miles’'s movements until tomorrow, at 
the earliest. It igs caluculated that he ar- 
rived this evening or tonight at the point 
on the coast of Porto Rico which has been 
selected as the rendezvous for all the ves- 
sels of the expedition. 

Whether or not he will make a land- 


ing in advance of the arrival of the 


- whole expidition will probably depend 


entirely upon conditions as he finds 
them. 

Should there be no Spanish force, or at 
jleast an inconsiderable one, on the coast, 
itt may be that the troops will be landed to 
relieve them from the disastrous effects of 
being confined closely on shipboard under a 
tropical sun. The general has with him 
artillery sufficient, it is believed, to enable 
him to at least hold any position he may 
choose to occupy, supplemented as this will 
be by the guns of his naval convoy. Mean- 
while the department is using every effort 
to hurry along the remainder of the expo- 
dition. 

Some troops are now on their way from 
Tampa and Charleston and should reach 
Porto Rico by the middie of the week. The 
naval officials are assisting actively in get- 
ting the troops off and were today engaged 
in sending the necessary orders to that 


s» end to the commanders of the naval anx- 


iliary vessels which has been placed at the 
disposition of the was department. In the 
course of a day or two the troops brought 
from Chickamauga by General Brooke will 
sai] from Newport News, where they have 
been arriving all day, and are ready for the 
transports. 

There is a probability that General Miles 
may be delayed for several days in his 
landing operations for lack of lighters, but 
several of these are now on their way and 
others will be hurried forward as rapidly as 
possible. However that may be, it will be 
well along toward the end of this week be- 
fore the active land campaign can be begun 
in Porto Rico. 

Shafter’s Troops in Good Shape, 

Genera! Shafter reported by cab'‘e today 
shat the condifions of the troops at Santi- 
ago was rapidly improving and he hoped in 
the course of a day or two to have them 
all located in comfortable camps where they 
May rest and recuperate, ang the sick may 
recover. He is feeding 11,000 of the Span- 
ish prisoners of war, and although he has 
not yet been able to furnish them with 
tents, yet this deficiency is being made 
g00d and after all their present condition 
is No worse in that respect than was their 
condition before the surrender. 


The general makes no mention of 
the alleged letter from Garcia to him- 
self, nor does he speak of any friction 
between them, whence the department 
has come to doubt the authenticity of 


published stories on these subjects. 

In his report to the war department rela- 
tive to conditions at Santiago, General 
Shafter has thrown some light upon ths 
difficulties in which certain of the news- 


Paper correspondents there have invo-ved 
themselves. It appears that animated by 
&4n ambition to take a part in the events 
Which followed each in the rapid succession 
&t Santiago after the initiation of the nego- 
tlations for the surrender of the city a few 
of the correspondents were gullty of grave 
breaches of military jaw, necessitating 
Prompt corrective action by General Shaf- 
ter. Thus for instance one correspondent 
in his efforts to take part in the flag-raising 
over the city hall resisted the military 
Officers in the execution of their duty and 
even attempted a personal assault upon 
the commanding officer. This subjected 
him to summary and severe pun:shment, 
even death, yet General Shafter, probably 
realizing that ignorance of military law 
explained for the action, contented himself 
With expelling that correspondent from 
Cuba. 

Expels Newspaper Correspondents. 

A more serious offense from the fact that 
it might have easily lead to rioting and 
loss of life was that of three other cor-' 
fespondents who by circulating inflamma- 
tory posters stirred up the town. They 
Were likewise deported and as evidence 
that he has no personal lil feeling toward 
the paper represented by them, but desires 
Only to exercise such control as is impera- 
lively demanded in the interest of safety

of {roops and protection of the people 
un their care, General Shafter has de- 
cided that these correspondents may be 
immediately replaced by others who wil 
observe the rules of prudence. No men- 


tion is made of any other cases requiring | 


attention and it is indicated that the rela- 
tions between the newspapermen and the 
army officers at Santiago are generally 
amicable and safisfactory. In a very dig- 
nified manner General Shafter takes notice 
of sothe of the severally critic newspaper 
articles that have appeared touching the 
conditions of the troops hefore Santiago 
while they lay in the trenches. He admits 
that there was a shortage of tobacco for a 
time, but shows conclusively that there 
was no lack of the necesearies of life and 
that the troops were adequately supplied 
with hard bread, bacon, sugar and coffee. 
Although this bill of fare is not as exten- 
sive as that afforded troops in garrison, it 
embodies the main-~features of the army 
ration while on fleld service and removed 
from a base of supplies. As it hag been 
alleged in some quarters that there was a 
lack of purpose in the battles incident tc 
the advance upon Santiago, it is interesting 
to note that while General Shafter admits 
that for two days he was himself lying 
ill owing to the great heat and exposure, he 
asserts that the plans laid down in advance 
for the movement were carried out with 
absolute exactness. 

Third Month of the War Ends. 

With the week just closed, the United 
States saw the end of the third month of 
war with Spain, and the responsible offi- 
cialis, from the president down to the lowest 
employee who has had to do with shaping 
the course of events feels nothing but sat- 
isfaction at the progress made. With 
scant material at ‘hand, an army of a 
quarter of a million of men has been 


| mobilized, armed, equipped, and much of 


it has seen service. The battles preceding 
the capture of Santiago have been remark- 
able in many respects, and in the opinion 
of military experts have covered the 
United States army engaged with imperish- 
able glory. Modern warfare of a type de- 
veloped in these engagements was abso- 
lutely new and untried, not only to the 
United States army, but to the world. No 
such charge is recorded in history as that 
made upon the stone fort and the block- 
houses crowning the hills of El Caney. 
There have been engagements between 
trained troops and savage races in the 
jungles of India and on the ‘hills of South 
Africa of late years that conveyed in a 
slight manner the possibilities of modern 
weapons. But these battles fought by the 
Fifth army corps have been the first in 
which the large bodies of troops of civil- 
ized nations on both sides have been en- 
gaged with all the implements of modern 
warfare, and the result is bound to be 
highly instructive to the military student, 
and to extort admiration for the splendid 
fighting qualities of the United States’ sol- 
diers from the most unwilling critics. Few 
officers in any army have had more expe- 
rience in hard fighting, especially in rough 
country, than that redoubtable old Indian 
fighter, General Henry, so that some 
weight must be attached to the opinion of 
merits of our officers andgtroops expressed 
by him in the following persona! letter 
addressed by him to Adjutant General 
pron Gated in Front of Santiago, July 


“We had a pleasant sail dow, but hav- 


| ing to’ row the men ashore, took some 


time to get off. We left Siboney about 4 
p. Mm. yesterday with the Eighth Ohio and 
céme into camp here about three miles 
from the frcent. In company with Gener:l 
Breckinridge, rode to the front to Gene:il 
Wheeler's headquaters and flag of truce 
being up, had dn opportunity to see the 
lines. We are almost on top of them, the 
front of Wheeler being about 800 yards 
‘from them, but the country is rough, go:ng 
down to a falling and ascending, all covered 
by their fire. The country all the wey is 
the roughest I ever saw. You have to 
follow roads or trails, and come under 
heavy fire, their position commanding ev- 
ery approach. The work done by ‘these 
troops since landing, their heroism and 
patience under discomforts, heat and rain, 
calls for the highest praise, and the work 
accomplished by Shafter, his pertinacity 
and go aheadtiveness, under adverse cir- 
cumstances and discomforts, is a revela- 
tion to me. I doubt if there is another of- 
ficer who could have ‘gotten there’ as he 
did. Our loss was most unfortunate, but 
from the character of the country could 
not have been avoided. ‘If we had to get 
there.’ - 

“Last night the Eighth Oh!o was almost 
drowned out and it pours today; that’s 
the climate, and to get out of it would 
be cheaper to lose more by fighting and 
success than by sickness, which is sure 
to come by staying. We nave about thirty 
cases of yellow fever and many of ma- 
laria, but the men are cheerful. General 
Duffield and Captain Wilcox have yellow 
fever; they say mild form; gotten from 
sleeping in infected buildings, which are 
now to be burnt. Miss Clara Barton and 
Mrs. Addison Porter rode to the front yes- 
terday in an army wagon, over rough road 
and raining; they are unselfish women. 
Too much credit cannot be given the her. 
ism, pertinacity, pluck, patience and en- 
durance of men, who have borne the brunt 
of this work.’’ 


FIRST EMBARKATION THURSDAY 


Spanish Prisoners Will Leave Santiago 
This Week. 


Santiago de Cuba, July 24.—General Shaf- 
ter’s refusal to permit the entrance of 
armed Cubans into Santiago is an extreme- 
ly wise measure, as in these excited days 
there might be trouble. Unarmed persons, 
however, are free to enter at all times. 
As soon as the Spanish soldiers have em- 
barked Cubans will be allowed to enter the 
city freely. 

The first embarkation is expected next 
Thursday, in accordance with a contract 
made between the United States govern- 
ment and the Trans-Atlantic Company. 

The transport Santiago left this morning 
for Newport News with sick and wounded. 

The steamer Jamaica arrived today with 


' passengers from Jamaica and proceeded to 


ee with provisions for the United 
States fié€et. 

Today the Spaniards turned over their 
cavalry horses. Only 143 were surrendered. 
The others had been killed for food for the 
army.

Washington," July @#—(Spdcial.)—Three 
southern regiments have been picked from

for this duty has given rise toa g00d deal 
of comment. 

The Santiago assignment, in view of 
conditions prevailing there, is not regard- 
ed as particularly inviting. While it is 
true that the yellow fever visitation is a 
light one, the wisdom of sending fresh 
troops in there now is doubted by those 
not in touch with the miysterious ‘work- 
ings of the war department. The sug- 
gestion is made in some quarters that; 
the trocps are sent to relieve the precious 
men from Michigan, for whom there is 
so much solicitude, but this doubtless ema- 
nated from some source not particularly 
friendly to the secretary of war. It is said 
in explanation of the assignment that the 
southern troops are selected because they 
ure supposed to be a little petter acclima- 
ted and that they are to be used in the 
operations against Heiguin and other } 
points in eastern Cuba.

Commander Reviews Movements 
of Army from Time of Landing, 


THANKS SOLDIERS FOR WORK 


American Declares That: the Nation 
Should Be Proud of the Troops. 


HIGH COMPLIMERT PAID THE MER 


Leader of the Fifth Army Corps After 
Painting the Hardships His Fol- 
lowers Have Endured Con- 
gratulates Them on 
Their Success, 


Santiago, July 22, 7 p. m.—Following is 
Major General Shafter’s order just pub- 
lished: 


“Headquarters United States Troops in 
Cuba, Santiugo de ‘Cuba, July 19.—General 
Order No. 26: The successful accomplish- 
ment of the campaign against Santiago, 
resulting in its downfall and the surrender 
of the Spanish forces and the capture of 
large amounts oi military stores, together 
with the destruction of the entire Spanish 
fleet in the harbor, which, upon the in- 
vestment of the city, was forced to leave, 
is one of which this army can well be 
proud, This has been accompiished through 
the heroic deeds of the army, and to its 
officers and men the major general com- 
manding offers his sincere thanks 
for their endurance of hardships heretofore 
unknown in the American army. The 
work you fave accomplished may well ap- 
peal to the pride of your countrymen and 
has been rivaled upon few occasions in the 
worhi’s history. Landing upon an unknown 
coast, you faced dangers in disembarking 
and’ overcame obstacies that, even in look- 
ing back, seem insurmountabdile. 


Nothing Daunted His Men. 


“Seizing, With the assistance of the navy, 
the towns of Baiquiri and Siboney, you 
pushed boldly forth, gallantly driving back 
the enemy's outposts in the engagement of 
La Quasina, and com,iéted the concentra- 
tion of the enemy near Sevilla, within sight 
of the Spanish stronghold at Santiago de 
Cuba. The outlook from Sevi.la was one 
that might well have appalled the stoutest 
heart. Behind you ran a narrow road, 
made well nigh impassable by rains, while 
to the front you looked out upon high foot 
hills covered with a dense tropical growth 
which could oniy be traversed by bridle 
paths terminating within range of the 
enemy's guns. 

“Nothing deterred, you responded eagerly 
to the order to close upon the foe, and at- 
tacking at Caney and San Juan, drove him 
from work to work until he took refuge 
within his fast and strongest intrench- 
ments, immediately surrounding the city. .

NO.YELLOW FEVER IN CAVALRY. 


Mounted Men Encamped in the Moun- 
tains and in Good Health. 
Santiago de Cuba, July 23. vis Kingston, 
July 24.—The report published jn the United 
States that there are thirty cases of yellow 
fever in the cavalry division, proves, on 
investigation, to be unfounded. Captain 
Houze requests that the report be definitely 


| denied. 


The First, Third, Sixth and Ninth volun- 
teers, the First and Tenth cavalry regi- 
ments, regulars, and six companies of the 
Randolph light artillery are encamped 
about two miles northwest of El Caney, at 
the base of the mountains. The camp is 
apparently perfectly thealthy as to, loca- 
tion, and has a good water supply. The 
ground is well drained. 

Malarial fever is prevalent, but it always 
yields to quinine treatmeft, in the course 
of four or five days. The fact that the 
immunes in the regiment have had this 
fever as freely as the other men, shows 
that the illness is not yellow jack. 

There have been no fatalities thus far, 
but so long as the men are exposed to the 
hot sun during the day. the increasing 
rains and the heavy night dews, malaria 
will increase, and our men grow worse. 
A second attack is much more difficult 
than the finst to eradicate, especially in 
the case of men exposed to the present 
conditions. 

The cavalry is anxious to proceed to 
Porto Rico, but will be obliged to remain 
fhere until the Gpanish prisoners of war 
have been transported to Spain, which, 
it is believed, wlil have been accomplished 
before the next month is well advanced. 

The army is mentally depressed by inac- 
tivity and the uncertainty as to its future 
movements, together with the increasing 
malarial fever. 


RELIEF PLENTIFULLY GIVEN. 


Poor in Santiago Are Fed by the Red 
Cross Society. 

Santiago de Cuba, July 23, via Kingston, 
July 24.—The distribution of relief from the 
Red Cross steamer State of Texas is pro- 
gressing favorably. Ample storage room 
has been provided free of charge. Eight 
hundred rations were distributed yester- 
day, and enough has been given today to 
relieve immediate wants. 

The sotip kKit@hén established by the Ger- 
man consul and another supported by vol+ 
untary local contributions until provisions 
in Safitiago became so goarce that only 
two very insufficient distrfbutions occurred 
weeRly, fhas been taken in hand by the 
Red Cross agents and amply supplied with 
food, which will be continued. 

The greatest necessities of the poor for 
food have already been relieved. Of the 
finer groceries, oat meal, milk and canned 
goods in possession of the Red Cross 
agents, Dr. Hlwell says, nine-tenths have 
been delivered to the soldiers and the 
military thospitals. Loads of Red Cross 
provisions are delivered daily to the sol- 
diers. The State of Texas brought princi- 
pally corn meal, flour, rice, beans, lard and 
bacon. She is no longer under charter to 
the Red Cross society, and has returned to 
the United _ States. 


COMPLIMENTS TWO AMERICANS. 


London Times Discusses McKinley’s 
Preclamation and Dewey’s Conduct. 


London, July 25.—The Times, in its week- 
ly war review, expresses the opinion that 
the measures taken by General Shafter for 
the protection of life and property at San- 
tiago de Cuba will exercise a definite influ- 
ence upon other parts of the island, ‘“‘where 
it will be understood that Spanish loyal- 
ists are not to be abandoned, whatever 
happens.”’ 

President McKinley’s instructions for the 
government of Santiago, the article contin- 
ues, which conform completely with tne 
pledges given before the war, establish a 
precedent that may prove a happy augyry 
in relation to American expansion. Whitn 
reference to European criticisin of Commo- 
dore Watson’s projected cruise to the Span- 
ish coast, the article repeats the already 
avowed conviction of The Times that the 
policy of the United States will not be mod- 
ified thereby. The writer compliments Ad- 
miral Dewey in regard to the attitude of 
Germany at Manila with having “played a 
dificult game” with conspicuous ability. 


Transport Reaches Charleston. 


Charleston, 8. C., July “#.—The transport 
steamer Uto arrived in Charieston at 6 
o’clock this afternoon from New York 
and having been in Mexican waters with- 
in a prescribed time was stopped at quar- 
antine. The Uto comes to carry away 
the 500 negro laborers who were engaged 
for wharf and road building in Cuba. The 
Uto will also take on board the supplies, 
wagons and stores left here by transport 
No. 21 and probably the soldiers who were 
left here as guarés for the stores. A c0m- 
munication was sent up from the Uta to 
the health department tonight asking per- 
mission to come up to the city. This may 
be granted tomorrow. 


Appointed Army Surgeon. 


Montgomry, Ala., July 2.—(Special.)— 
Dr. H. B. Wilkerson, of this city, has been 
notified of his appointment as a surgeon 
in the United States army, and has left 
Washington, from which city he _ will 
eail, without delay, for Santiago, where 
he will enter upon his duties. Dr. Wilker- 
son is the second Montgomery physician 
to receive such an appointment, Dr. R. N. 
Fitts having gone.to the front some weeks 
ago. ™ 


No Yellow Fever in Tampa. 


Washington, July #4.—Owing to persistent 
repurts that there is yellow fever at Tam- 
pa, notwithstanding denials by the Florida 
state officials, Dr. Brunner, the yellow fever 
specialist who represented the marine hos- 
pital service at Havana until the outbreak 
of the war, was directed to make an inves- 
tigation... He reports that after a close in- 
spection of Tampa it can be stated that 
there is not a case of yellow fever there. 


Consi’ering Sampson’s Report. 

Washington, July 2.—Secretary Long 
spent about two hours with the president 
this afternoon, presumably in going over 
Admiral Sampson s report on the destruc- 
tion of the Spanish fleet at Santiago. The 
secretary bas declined to say anything in 
regard to the matter, except that the report 
might be made public tomorrow. 


Construction Boat Reaches Santiago.

Madrid; July 25.-Peace prospects have 
greatly improved during the last fopty- 
eight hours. The @iplomatic exploration of 
Duke Almodovar de Rio, the foreign min- 
ister, has been more practical than was 
supposed; and it is now tolerably certain 
that the government’s efforts are entering 
a new phase which may gradually lead to 
tangible results. 

The precise nature of the change is secret, 
but there is little doubt that it tends to 
direct negotiations between Spain and the 
United States, there being no inclination 
to seek the mediation of any neutral power.

gress. He says: 


‘Fhe present status of the undertaking 
to secure a comprehensive currency law is 
encctraging beyond what was expected. 
In truth, the remarkably prompt apprecia- 
tion of the value of organized effort and the 
realization that the opportunity is at hand 
has resulted in very. gratifying progress. 

“The bill as finally agreed upon and re- 
ported to the house has been very gener- 
ally approved by almost every one sup- 
porting the effort to accomplish compre- 
hensive monetary legislation. The bill in- 
cludes all of the vital elements recom- 
mended by the monetary commission, but 
the details of method differ in some re- 
spects radically. On the whole, the bill 
reported by the committee is a greater 
step in the right direction than the busi- 
ness men of the country had reason to ez- 
pect would be secured at this early stage 
in the progress of the work. 

‘The passage of this bill will be the 
beginning of law for the best currency in 
the world. Of course it is possible and 
probable that there may be objections to 
the details of the bill and changes made 
before being approved by both houses of 
congress, but the encouragement is so great 
that all business men who recognize the 
extraordinary opportunity are warranted , 
in absolute unity of effort henceforth to the 
final successful consummation.

Call Issued for a Conference by the 
Civic Federation. 

Chicago, Il., July 24.—The civic ¢edera- 
tion of Chicago tonight gave out a call 
for a national conference to be held at 
Saratcga Springs, N. Y., August 19th and 
%th, to discuss the future foreign policy 
of the United States. The call is signea 
by 1,000 representative men: from every 
state in the United States. The call says: 

“The undersigned deem it desirable that 
a national conference be convened at an 
every day to consider the future foreign 
policy of the United States. The war with 
Spain gives promise of the overthrow of 
Spanish pcwer in Cuba, Porto Rico, the 
Philippines and the other of the country’s 
cvlonial pcssessions, The question of what 
disposition the United States should make 
of these possessions when peace is reached 
is none too soon in engaging the thought 
of our people. This question impresses us 
as being one of the most serious the Amer- 
ican people have had to consider. It is a 
new question and ome upon which hereto- 
fore very little thoyght has been given by 
the great majority of the people. Whether 
the foreign policy of the ‘fathers’ should 
be achered to or departed from is enough 
to challenge fhe most serious consideration 
of our ablest and mosee thoughtful men. 
In our opinion this conference should be 
composed of men from all parts of the 
country, without regard to party affilia- 
tions and irrespective of whether they are 
for or against a policy of territorial ex- 
pansion and men whose ability, position 
and character entitle their opinions to the 
respectful consideration of the people.” 

The circular letter sent out by Chairman 
Henry Wade Rogers and Secretary Ralph 
M. Easley, asking for signatures, stated 
that neither the genes!s nor conduct of 
the war would be discussed nor any po- 
litical cast be given the proceedings, the 
object be@ag entirely educational. . 

The responses were prompt and enthu- 
siastic. The signers consist of governors, 
mayors, presidents of boards of trades, 
presidents of colleges, lawyers, presidents 
of banks, labor leaders, leading clergy- 
men and manufacturers. While only in- 
dividual names were asked for, a great 
many organizations authorizeg their pres- 
idents to sign officially.

Much of the information that comes 
is duplicated from various sources, but it 
is all of the greatest interest, and the pres- 
ident already feels that the warroom has 
been of inaalculable service. Here the 
caibinet consultations take place, and there 
fs hardly an hour that some of the officials 
of the government are not studying the 
news bulletins that pour in over the num- 
erous special wires. Nothing can take place 
in any quarter of the globe that affects in 
any way the situation without the president 
knowing it instantly. The warroom is thus 
becoming a most important adjunct to the 
military administration.

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Warships on the Great Lakes. 

On the part of the gshipbuilders of 
the great lakes Hon. Don M. Dickinson, 
of Michigan, has recently filed a brief 
in the state department at Washington 
urging the abrogation of the treaty 


agreement between the United Statesy 


and Great Britain which prohibits the 
building or the maintaining of warships 
on the Great Lakes. 

Without anticipating the action of 
the state department, in regard to the 
brief thus filed, it is pertinent as well as 


instructive to inquire into the nature of 


the treaty agreement which is likely 
within the next few days to become 
the subject of international discussion. 
We find upon investigating the rec- 
ords thet the treaty agreement in ques- 
fon was entered into at the instance 
of the United States in 1817. James 


(Madison was at that time president, | 


while John Quincy Adams was minister 
to Great Britain and James Monroe 
secretary of state. Up to the close of 
the second war for independence the 
United States: had maintained what in 
that day was considered a splendid navy 
upon the great lakes; but with the 
termination of hostilities President 
Madison suggested to Great Britain that 
all warships be withdrawn from the 
Great Lakes, and that the neutrality of 
those waters be guaranteed by treaty 
agreamen Great Britain favored the 
suggestion, and in due time the treaty 
agreement between the two powers 
was formally drawn up and. signed. 
Thus for more than eighty years the 
waters of the Great Lakes have been 
undisturbed by the presence of war- 
ships, while peace has constantly brood- 
ed over the lines which separate British 
and American possessions. 

There can be no doubt of the fact 
that the treaty agreement in question 
was inspired by the prudent foresight 
of our fathers who could plainly see 
that unless there was some mutual .un- 
derstanding between the two countries 
with respect to keeping the Great 
clear of warships it would not be long 


before difficulties would be experienced ; - 


but even if difficulties were narrowly 
avoided, it was evident to them that 
both powers would be put to very great 
expense in maintaining navies upon

Admiral Cervera, it may be taken for 
granted, knows the peculiarities of his own 


countrymen. Therefore, when he said to 


Captain Evaris: ‘I shall go back to Spain 
to be killed or to die in disgrace,’’ he made 
@ prophecy likely to be fulfilled, and one 
which also- shows the similarity, already 
often noted, between the Spanish and the 
Chinese. Both people are led by conceit, 
mingled with ignorance, to hold every lead- 
6T of an army or fleet to strict personal re- 
sponsibility for its success, and to find in 
any defeat by the despised foreigner clear 
proof of incompetency se gross, or of trea- 
son so black, thatthe severest of punish- 
ment must be inflicted.

The torpedo boat destroyer Farragut, 


which is soon to be christened at the Union | 


Iron Works, will receive its name and the 
traditional bath of champagne at the hand 
of Miss Betty Ashe, daughter of Mrs. Caro- 
line Ashe, this city. Miss Ashe was invited 
by the Scotts to preside at the launching 
because of her relationship to Admiral Far- 
ragut. The young, lady is intensely patriot- 
ic, and so accepted the pleasing task, On 
account of the war the government request- 
ed that as little public ceremony as pos- 
sible be connected with the launching and 
so little has been said of the matter in ad- 
vance. Even the date ig not yet definitely 
known. 

Miss Ashe, who will christen the boat, is 
a charming girl and popular socially, 
though of late charity work has taken 
most of the time and attention she used 
to give to society. She is the youngest 
of thrée daughters and belongs to an old 
Virginia family. Through the Ashes she is 
descended from a long line of soldiers, her 
great-grandfather, grandfather and father 
having all been soldiers, the last a West 
Pointer. Her mother was Miss Caroline 
Loyall, and was a member of the family of 
her brother-in-law, Admiral Farragut, of 
New York. before coming to California. 
Mrs. Farragut, Mrs. Ashe's sister, is now 
dead, but the only son of the admiral re- 
sides in New York. He was inyited to 
come to San Francisco to witness the 
launching, but found it impossible to do so. 

Miss Ashe hag been devoting nearly all of 
her time of late to Red Crosg work, and is 
at present resting in San Rafael. She has 
been instrumental in securing an ambDu- 
lance and was an organizer of the Kitchen 
Garden, where girls are trained to be 
housemaids. Miss Ashe ig a striking lhok- 
ing young woman, with a bright face and 
expressive young woman, with a bright 
expressive features.

The 
engines, Which will drive twin screws, are 
of the vertical triple expansion type. The 
Marragut's aonstruction was authorized 
in June, 1896, and there have been several 
extensions of time.

She was to have been launched 
last May and it was «0 announce@® but 
finally the last limit of time was placed 
for August Ist of this year. The Farragut 
is built on the lines of the English torpedo 
boat Desperate, except that the model has 
been enlarged and improved upon. The 
boat is des to be one of the American 
mosquito fleet. Her length on the water 
line is 210 feet, her beam twenty feet, 
draught six feet and displacement 273 tons. 
The boat is to be wnarmored. She will be 
equipped with two torpedo tubes and will 
carry @ battery of six-pounders.

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The BedMkruptey Law. 

Editor Constitution—A week or ten days 
ego I read a most admirable summary of 
the new bankruptcy law furnished to The 
Constitution by Judge Hopkins. That 
summary was wholly from a  lawyer’s 
standpoint. It has occurred to me that, 
inasmuch as the people so long desired 
enactment of that kind, a more li 
review of the act would be acceptable to 
your readers. 

This law comes, as the Mosaic taw oper- 
ated, to give freedom to men overwhelmed 
by debt. It comes to eradicate old scores, 
so to speak, and to give to every man 
whom examination determines to be de- 
serving it a discharge in full from ob- 
ligations, which in his crippled condition 
have all these years been to him infinitely 
worse than the burden which the “Old 
Man of the Sea” is presumed to have im-~ 
posed, It comes, after suitable and search- 
ing procedure at law, to put on their feet 
and in possession of their names men 
who, in spite of business ability, tact and 
activity, went down within the past twenty 
years during the some orfe of the storms 
that swept over Our commercial centers, 
visiting disaster alike upon the just and the 
unjust. 

I regard this its very best piece of work 
that the fifty-fifth congress accomplished, 
Like all laws, the measure is the result of 
@ compromise, this being one between the 
advocates of the Torrey-Nelson-Henderson 
bills, It provides for voluntary and invol- 
untary bankruptcy. 

The procedure is easy as tp those who, 
overburdened by debts which they can- 
not possibly pay and beset by judgments 
they cannot meet, wish to avai] themselves 
of the benefits of tthe act. Through his at- 
torney such one must file his petition, to 
be adjudged a bankrupt, with the cierk or 
deputy clerk of the United States court 
for the district jn which the has his 
domicile. A schedule of his property, if 
he be possessed of any amount, kind and 
location, together with a list of his cred- 
itors, giving amount due each, with resi- 
dence or postoffice address of eadn, must 
accompany the petition. This schedule 
must be written in triplicate so that the 
clerk of the court, the referee and the 
trustee may each have a copy. 

Having brought his case to the attention 
of tihe referee, and having proved himself 
@ bankrupt, he may apply for a discharge 
thirty days after his case has been adjuai- 
cated favorably to thimself. In any event, 
the application for dischange must be filed 
not later than twelve months after he has 
been adjudged a bankrupt. There is six 
months grace to be granted by the court 
if it be made to appear that the bankrupt 
was unavoidably prevented from filing the 
negeres petition.

that this shall be a cancellation of his in- 
debtedness. Such composition, having been 
accepted by the creditors and contirmed 

y the court, will operate ipso facto to 
discharge the debtor, Each debior is en- 
titled to the exemptiong authorized and 
provided for by the laws of his state. ‘I'he 
applicant must see to it that his list of 
creditors and amounts due each be full and 
accurate; for a discharge will free him 
as to liated debts, judgments, ete., only. 
—— law does not contemplate release from 

xes. 

Having been granted a discharge, the 
man may return to business, life—buying 
and selling in his own name. In thousands 
of instances these men, their feet having 
been taken out of the miry clay and set on 
a rock, will readily be given credit and 
will be enabled in a few years not only to 
win another fortune, but voluntarily to 
pay off, dollar for dollar, debts that were 
canceled by the bankruptcy law. 

Congress gave much study te the ques- 
tion of involuntary bankruptcy. The new 
law refuses to regard a man insdlvent who 
finds it impossible to pay promptly nis 
debts in the ordinary course of business. 
So long eas a man’s property, at a fair val- 
uation, equals his indeotednesg, fe is sol- 
vent. 

Very properly the law requires ampie 
bord for costs, damages, etc., at tf hands 
oR any one who may desire w file a peti- 
ti that a debtor of his be deéeciared a 
bankrupt. It goes further @hd makes it 
a criminal offense on the part of any cred- 
itor or attorney to endeayer to compel 
@ debtor’s wife, father or mother to see 
that the debt due be paid, else he will 
force the debtor into bankraptcy. 

In a case where proceediags are insti- 
tuted to declare a debtor insolvent and 
adjudge him an invojunt bankrupt, the 
burden will rest on the debtor to prove 
himself solvent. Moreover such debtor 
shall be granted trial by jiry upon filing 
proper petition therefor, 

The officers of the law ufder considera- 
tion are referees and trusttes. The judge 
of the United States cou/ft will appoint 
a referee for such territoy as the latter 
may be able to manage. Creditors, in cases 
where property is turned over or recoy- 
ered in their interest, apyoint One trustee 
er three trustees to admfhister the same. 
The referee will receive a fee of $10 in 
each case and a commijsion of one per 
cent on dividends and x oe of one per 
cent on compositions. he fee must in 
each oase be left with th+ clerk at the time 
the petition for relief is fled. The trintrs, 


will be entitled to a fee pf $5 in each yon’ 


and a commission of 3 pr cent on the firs 
$5,000 realized in cash, ? per cent on the 
second $5,000 and 1 per cent on sums in 
excess of $10,000. .If there be more than 
one trustee the fees wi} be prorated, The 
law becomes Operative July lst, instant, 
but as that date falls in Sunday petitions

SOME INTERESTING STATISTICS PREPARED 


Showing the Growth of Our Trade with 
Cuba Even Under the Old Condi- 
tions—Will Be wreater. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, July 24.—(Special.)—A firm of 
Atlanta merchants wrote for information 
a few days ago as to the tariff charges 
at Santiago and asked whether it is possi- 
ble to send merchant ships in there yet. 
The Atlantiang said they were acting in 
conjunction with a Savannah house, which 
would send a ship of Georgia goods to 
Santiago in the very near future. 

This is but one of the very many similar 
inquiries which have been made of the 
customs division of the treasury depart- 
ment. From all parts of the country come 
queries concerning the newly acquired ter- 
ritory, and the possibilities there. To meer 
this desire gor information, the buréay of 
statistics of the treasury department has 
under way a series of articles for its next 
issue of its ‘Summary of Finance and Com. 
merce,’’ the monthly publication of the de- 
partment. 

These articles will show some interesting 
facts, They will show, for instance, that 
Cuba has been, under normaj conditions, 
buying annualiy about twenty-five millien 
dollars’ worth of goods from Spain, about 
four million dollars’ worth from Great 
Britain, less than a million dollars’ worth 
from Trance, and less than a mililon doli- 
lars’ worth from Germany, while from the 
United States her purchases have ranged 
from eight to twenty-four million goijlars 
in value. The imports into Cuba have been, 
of course, light during the past year or 
more, and a fair estimate of her purchases 
can only be obtained by examination of the 
figures of the year 1896, or earlier years. 

From European Countries. 

The imports into Cuba and Porto Rico 
from Germany in 1892 amounted to 6,020,00y 
marks, the value of a mark being 23.8 
cents; in 1883 it drepped to 5,005,000 marks, 
in 1894 to 3,310,000, in 1895 to 3,330,000 marks, 
ang in 1896 to 4,503,000 marks. The largest 
item in these importa from Germany was 
iron and manufactures of iron, which in 
1896 formed nearly one-third of the, total 
exports rom Germany into Cuba and Por- 
to Rico. 

From France the importations into Cuba 
ana Porto Rico amounted to 5,277,600 francs 
in 1893, the franc being valued at 19.3 cents; 
3,747,696 in 1894, 2,799,832 in 18965, and 1,713,880 
in 189. The largest item among these im- 
ports into Cuba and Porto Rico. from. 
France was jewelry ang fancy articles 
which formed nearly one-third of the total, 
the next largest being textiles of wool.

The importa into Cuba ang Porto Rico 
from the United Kingdom were valued at

the United Kingdom in 1896 were cotton 
goods, £233,673; iinen, £187,634; iron, 
wrought and unwrought, £78,668; machin- 
ery, £43,241; hardware, cutlery, eic,, £22,936; 
coal and other fuel, £35,429. 

Spain’s Valuable Trade. 

From spain the imports of th2 year liv 
into Cuba were 131,461,675 pesetas, the value 
of the peseta being, according to the mint 


bureau, 19.8 cents. The imports from 
Spain in the year 1896 were lurger then 
those in any preceding year in the decade.

THE HOTELS ARE DESERTED 


Btreets Are Desolate as Compared to 
What They Were During Reunion. 


VISITORS WERE PLEASED WITH ATLANTA 


Many Kind Things Said About the 
Accommodations and the 


ment of the Great Affair. 


Atlanta now has a deserted appearance 
to what it was during last week, and this 
morning will find only a few veterans and 
visitors remaining in the city. These will 
leave today, and only the usual number 
of visitors will be here. 

Al of t™> veterans who did not leave 
last Saturday took their departure yester- 
day. The policemen who have been giving 
directions to strangers and the street car 
men who were worked to death were the 
first to feel the effect of the rapid de- 
parture of those who came to attend the 
reunion. These breathed a sigh of relief 
and a great burden has been taken off 
their hands. 

Various estimates thave been made of 
the crowd which was in Atlanta during 
the reunion. Many believe that there were 
not more than 20,000 people here, but 
others place the number at almost three 
times that. One can imagine what a large 
crowd was present from the statement by 
General George Moorman to the effect that 
this was the largest reunion in the history 
of the organization. 

Atlanta is complimented on all sides by 
the dispatch with which the enormous 
crowd was thandled and for the ample ac- 
commodations placed at the, disposal of 
the visitors. The fact that there were no 
serious accidents and that there was very 
little sickness during the reunion is an- 
other thing which has caused considerable 
comment. Everything connected with the 
reunion was pleasant and agreeable. For 
such an enormous gathering the people 
were unusually pleasant and good-natured 
and overlooked many inconveniences 
which, under the circumstances, were un- 
avoidable. Very few complaints were 
heard, and those who were in charge of 
affairs are well pleased with the reunion. 

Hotels Are Empty. 

The thotels now resemble a squeezed 
lemon. From being crowded to their ut- 
most, they have been emptied in a manner 
that is marvelous. Guests that came up to 
the reunion have left the city. 

Every thotel in tthe city was crowded 
during the days of the reunion, and the 
hotel people have been put to their wit’s 
end to look after the wants of their guests. 
Some of the hotels have served as many 
@s 1,200 people at each meal, and the work 
of preparing food for this great number 
has been something enormous. 

The contrast now is as strange as it is 
wonderful, and from being alive with hu- 
manity at all hours of the day and night, 
the rotundas and. halls of the hotels in 
comparison appear deserted. 

The crowds began leaving just after the 
parade Friday, and since then every train 
going out of the city, whether north, south, 
east or west, has been packed with vis- 
itors homeward bound. 

The hotel men will now breath easier, for 
they have been worked more than any 
ne else in the city during the past week, 
and they are all giad that the worry is 
over at last. The hotel offices have been 
besieged by visitors to the reunion clamor- 


ing. for accommodation, and the clerks 


have been worked to death almost, trying 
to assign rooms to the immense crowds 
that have flocked to the city. 

The old days of the exposition were more 
than repeated, and it -¥ill probably be 
some time before as many people will come 
to Atlanta again at one time. 

“We looked for a big crowd,”’ said one 
hotel manager, “but we had no idea that 
they would all come in on us about the 
Same time. They came, they saw and now 
they are gone, all within a few days, and 
Wwe are only just now beginning to realize 
thet it is all over. The hotel looks as if 
a cyclone had struck it, and it will take

WILL MOBILIZE HIS BATTERY 


Geet 


Captain Pelham Has 200 Recruits for 
Formation of Light Artillery. 


ATKINSON HAS INDORSED HIM 


Many Sons of Veterans Are in the 
Ranks and Will Go to the Front 
in the Fall. 


Captain Joseph Pelham has sent his ap- 
plication for his commission to organize 
a battery of light infantry to Secretary of 
War Alger with the indorsement of Gov- 
ernor Atkinson, according to the instruc- 
tions from the war department. Some 
time ago the secretary of war author- 
ized Captain Pelham to recruit a battery, 
but before his commission Was made out 
and the president could make the appoint- 
ment, congress adjourned. 

He received a pensonal letter from Sec- 
retary Alger a few days ago, informing 
him that his appointment could not be 
made, since congress was not in session, 
unless he obtained the indorsement of Gov- 
ernor Atkinson,. He obtained this last 
Friday and it is expected that his ap- 
pointment will be made today, and the 


mobilization of the battery will begin at . 


once. 


During the reunion he obtained a large 
number of recruits from the Sons of Con- 
federate Veterans who came here to at- 
tend the exercises of the reunion, and he 
claims to have 200 men ready to come to 
Atlanta immediately after they receive a 
notification that the mobilization: of the 
battery has begun. It is expected that 
some of the men will be thrown out in 
the physica] examination, but Captain Pel- 
ham says the requisite 175 will be easily 
obtained. 

The point of rendezvous will be in At- 
lanta, and the officers think the battery 
will be ready to be mustered into the ser- 
vice by August Sth. The equipment is 
ready for them, and as soon as the battery 
is taken into the service of the volunteer 
army, the men will be equipped with the 
uniforms and accouterments and camping 
utensils. 

One hundred ‘horses wilh be required for 
the battery, and it is expected that these 
will be purchased in Atlanta to save the 
expense of transportation. The guns will 
be furnished when the horses are turned 
over to the men. 

“The ranks of the battery will contain 
men from every southern state,’ said Cap- 
tain Pelham, yesterday. ‘‘Some time ago I 
sent out a letter to each of the camps 
of the Sons of Veterans with the intention 
of getting as many of these young men 
as possible. I cay say I have been very 
successful. I will not limit the membership 
to these, but will ‘thave others, owing to 
their experience and fitness for the work of 
handling the guns. 

Fifteen men wilt come from Montgomery, 
twenty-five from Virginia, a good number 
from Charleston, a few from Florida, and 
I have received @ number of applications 
from Mississippi, Louisiana and Kentucky, 
but the distance ds almost too great for 
them to come. 

‘*The battery will probably be kept in the 
state until the cool weather begins, and 
then will be sent to the front, as much hard 
drilling will be necessary for the men to be 
properly trained.”’

158 ARRIVED ON THE TRAIN 


125 Were Carried to the Hospital on 
Litters Last Night. 


| OTHERS ARE SICK AT CHICKAMAUGA 


The Hospital and Sanitary Arrange- 
ments at Chickamauga Are Said 
: To Be Very Poor. 


‘es hundred and fifty-eight volunteers 


arrived at the Fort McPherson hos- 

pital last night shortly pefore 7 o'clock. 
They were at once taken to the wards. 
where they were given attention by the 
physicians and nurses. - 

A number were very sick and it is proba- 
ble that several will die; 125 were carried 
from the train to the hospital on litters, 
and consequently it was late at night be- 
fore the hospital corps of the post was al- 
lowed to retire for the night. 

Those ‘who were in the worse condition 
were taken to the wards in the barracks 
houses, but the convalescent were placed 
in the tents on the parade ground. These 
hospital tents, however, are of the best 
make and afford excellent shelter. 

A large majority of the patients brought 
to the hospital] last night are suffering with 
typhoid fever and some of them are in 
very bad condition. It will require almost 
constant watching to save their lives, but 
the physicians at the post are alie to do 
this and will exert every effort to place the 
patients again on their feet. 

The train arrived on time an@ the usual 
crowd of post soldiers were waiting to wit- 
ness the work of carrying the men to the 
hospital on litters. Some crowded around 
the windows of the cars and talked with 
the patients of affairs at Chickamauga, 
others surrounded those who were able to 
walk to the wards, and the remainder suc- 
ceeded in standing in the way, to the dis- 
comfort of the physicians and hospital 
corps. 

No officers were brought in on the hos- 
pital train last night, but it is probable that 
several will come on tthe next trip, as a 
number are now ill at Chickamauga, and it 
is the intention to remove them to a bet- 
ter station as soon as practicable. 

It igs ‘the rule to first remove those who 
are in the worse condition, which accounts 
for the large number carried from the train 
on litters last night. The hospital train 
will probably go to Tampa before returning 
to Chickamauga. Definite orders concern- 
ing this will be received today, an@ it is the 
intention to leave with the train tonight. 

The patients announce they were treated 
with great care while on the hospital train 
and received the personal attention of Ma- 
jor Richards, chief surgeon. A number in- 
siste@ upon personally thanking him be- 
fore leaving the train. 

The ill soldiers complained a great deal 
of the hospital] and ganitary arrangements 
at Chickamauga and one man said he was 
never so relieved as when he heard it an- 
nounced that he was to be taken on the 
hospital train. He said they were well fed 
and careq for on the way to this city. 

It is said there are nearly a thousand 
other sick men at Chickamauga and it will 
require several trips of the train tO move 
them all. The sick soldiers were given 
supper before reaching the post and con- 
sequently were ready for bed when the 
train arrived. 

Want To Goto Waco, Ga. 

The troops ordered into camp at Waco for 
rifle practice will remain at Fort MoPher- 
son for the present. Captain Rodgers had 
made arrangements to take several hundred 
to the camp, but when everything was in 
readiness the order was revoked. 

No reason can be assigned for this, and 
it is now not known to what point the men 
will go. The government officials have 
announced that no more will be sent to 
Tampa on account of the extreme heat 
there. The same conditions apply to San- 
tiago, where the commands of the recruits

COX’S DESCRIPTION OF THE CITY 


Two Letters Tell of What Strangers 
Saw Here ani What They 
Did Last Week. 


Mr. Basil L. Neal, assistant commissary 
general of the Georgia division of Con- 
federate Veterans, was here’ during the 
reunion, and did valuable service in the 
commissary department. Since the close of 
the reunion, he has written a letter to The 
Constitution in which he expresses his 
great appreciation of the many kindnesses 
he has received. 

He writes as follows: 

“Editor Constitution—With your kind per- 
mission, I will write a few lines of the 
reunion in Atlanta; but, 


“Tis hard to venture, where others may 
fail, 
Or lend fresh interest to an oft-told tale.’ 


“On the Ist of May I received my com- 
mission from my old general, C. A, Evans, 
to report at once at headquarters, Georgia 
division, Atlanta, as assistant comrnaissary 
general under Dr. Amos Fox, who with 
Captain Allen and otherg have tried to 
make things enjoyable in Atlanta since the 
19th instant. 

“Our camp left Thomson on Wednesday 
at 8:30 o’clock in the morning, thaving on 
our new uniforms, with Captain Wilkerson, 
Lieutenants McCorcle and Stone and the 
other old battle scarred heroes, made quite 
a military appearance, and any one not 
acquainted «with the facts may have 
thought the Spaniards were in danger. 

“After a very enjoyable trip, we landed 
safely in Atlanta at headquarters of the 
Georgia division, where we bivouaced for 
a short while before we found our settled 
places. 

‘We found our places with others of the 
staff in the old government building on 
the exposition grounds, which we arranged 
so that we could handle the crowds sys- 
tematically and with dispatch. I belieys all 
were pleased, well fed and al] happy.* Our 
barbecue pits, when once heated, were 
kept heated to the last. We had light 
enough, coffee in abundance, of the very 
best quality; standard granulated sugar to 
Sweeten, etc, 

“Now, while I have spoken well of my 
company, I would not forget that all did 
well, especially the two companies from 
Augusta. They were a fine-looking and 
well-drilled set of men. Two of the officers 
made indelible impressions with us, name- 
ly, Captain Withers and Lieutenant C, A. 
Doolittle. 

“Language would fail me, and I there- 
fore feel inadequate to the task, Mr. Ed- 
itor, were I to undertake to tell how well 
the people of Atlanta did in trying to make 
us old fellows feel happy. They spared 
themselves no pains, but sacrificed their 
own comforts to see that we were well 
cared for; and, after feeding 15,000 old 
heroes each day for four days, we had a 
great deal left for charitable purposes. 

“My time was limited, and therefore I 
could not be at the auditorium much. 
General John B. Gordon was in one of nis 
most happy moods, and thandled the au- 
dience well. General Evans was there— 
that grand old hero than whom there is no 
truer and braver—with his smiling face and 
true Christian spirit. General 8. D. Lee 
and others worthy of all praise, and last, 
but not least, were the ledies—Miss Winnie 
Davis, who captivated us all; Mrs. Stone- 
wall Jackson, Mrs. J. B. Gordon, who fol- 
lowed us boys from Mgnassas to Appo- 
mattox, cheering us .on; Mrs, C. A. Evans, 
too, was there, fine-looking, generous and 
kind-hearted, who does all things well. 

‘Our parade as miles in length, and 
but for the storm, would have. been 
one of the finestA have ever seen.” 

Major Cox Writes. | 

Major R. M. Cox, of Bowling Green, Ky., 
has written an interesting description of 
Atlanta during the reunion. He writes: 

“Atlanta has grown wonderfuliy since 
the war and now has a population of 114,000 
inhabitants. Its massive and substantial 
business buildings will compare with any 
city in the United Statcs. Its sireets are 
Ppuved with blocks of stone, making them 
nermaneatly durable. Peachtree street is 
laid in. asphalt and is as smooth and level 
as a floor. The street is lined from the 
center of the city to Exposition park with 
beautiful and elegant private residences 
of every style of architecture. 

“The whole city, both in the business 
and residence portions, was elaborately 
decorated with bunting, national and con- 
fecerate flags,which were arranged in artis- 
tic style from roof to ground, presenting 
a most gorgeous picture, attractive to the 
eyc, which is not lost sight of from the 
center to circumference of the corporate 
limits. 

“The old heroes of the lost cause were 
greeted on all sides with a most hearty 
welcome by the fair daughters and brave 
sons of Georgia, all: of whom vied with 
each other in making every one feel at 
home. 

“The confederate tabernacle in Exposi- 
tion park was a most cOmmodious build- 
ing of 8,000 seating capacity, admirably 
arranged for the oecasion with comfort- 
able seats for everybody, and adorned and 
embellished with an elaborate quantity of 
bunting and flags and portraits of dis- 
tinguished confederate soldiers, the princi- 
pal portraits being of President Davis, of 
the confederacy, as a central] figure, 
flanked on the right by a portrait of Gen- 
eral Robert E. Lee, and on the left by Gen- 
eril Stonewall Jackson, which occupied 
the upper part of the platform over the 
heads of the chairman and distinguished 
visitors, while the lower part to the right 
and left of the secretary and press stands 
were portraits of Generals Fitzhugh Lee 
and Wade Hampton. 

“All the seats were divided off for the 
use of the veterans from the several states 
and were designated by neat and beautiful 
banners of white, trimmed with red, con- 
taining the name of each state. The seats 
were not simply composed of an upright 
slab, but were well built of Georgia pine 
with sloping and comfortable back rests. 

“The vast auditorium was bDbrilliantiv 
illuminated with electric lights at night, 
which reflected upon the audience of bat- 
tle scarred veterans and innumerable la- 
dies of the beautiful southland in their 
gay colored summer dresses and flowér- 
bedecked hats, presenting a living bouquet 
of roses.”’

BIG RIOT IN NEGRO CHURCH 


Twenty Men Guy Rev. Ed Smith Last 
Night.

KNIVES DRAWN ON’ DEACON 


_ 


Row Was in Bethlehem Church, on 
Fraser Street—Appeal to the Po- 
lice for Protection. 


The police were called upon last night to 
suppress a riot inside a negro church. 

Rev. Ed Smith, the pastor of Bethlehem 
church, on Fraser street, Summerhill, be- 
gan preaching last evening to a large ard 
very attentive congregation. In the midst 
of the services about twenty negro men 
entered, and started a disturbance by 
talking. 

Deacon Lonzo Pulliam requested the men 
in a respectful and sanctimonious way to 
desist. This only added fuel to the fire 
of deviltry in the bosoms of the trespass- 
ers, and they at once showed that they 
were to be masters of the religious situa- 
tion. After that whenever the pastor at- 
tempted to say anything they guyed him 
with all sorts of irrelevant, sacrilegious 
and entirely inappropriate remarks. In 
some colored churches audible exclama- 
tions are not objected to when they indi- 
cate an outburst of religious fervor, but 
the ejaculations of the twenty interlopers 
at Bethlehem last evening were painfully 
foreign to anything of a zealous inclination. 

Deacon Pulliam got. mad, and his re- 

monstrances precipitated the riot. 
‘The twenty men drew knives and pistols, 
and for a while the greatest excitement 
prevailed. If the congregation had not 
been dismissed and the lights turned out, 
it is probable that very serious trouble 
would have resulted. 

In the dark somebody coMared the deacon 
and he floored his assailant. - 

‘Iihings were getting a little too uncom- 
fortable for the deacon, and he set out for 
the police barracks, making the men be- 
lieve he was heading for home. z 

For several squares the Sunday rioters 
followed, making all sorts of threats. 

To the officers at the barracks Deacon 
Pulliam told the whole story of the riotous 
conduct of the men in church. 

“We hab come fur pertection,’’ said the 
deacon, ‘‘in our relijus worship. Dem men 
jest behave scanderlous and come mighty 
nigh slicing a few of us wid dere knives.”’ 

Police protection was promised, and the 
two call officers went out and investigated 
the affair. They found that what had been 
told was true, and several names of the 
guilty negroes were secured. 

It has been almost impossible here of 
late for the negroes — to hoid 
religious gatherings.

Quotes the Georgia Reports for Au- 
thority on Many County Matters. 


SAYS COUNTY BOARD'S POWER TOO LIMITED 


Thinks County Officers Try To Get 
Money from County While Com- 
missioners Try To Save It. 

() of the convention of county commis- 

Sioners held here last Wednesday 
was the annual address of ex-President C. 
N. Featherstone, of Rome. Tihe address 
was @ very complete one, and after its 
reading Mr. J. J. Spalding offered a reso- 
lution that a vote of thanks be extended 
to Judge Featherstone for the able address. 

The address deals with questions that 
have been agitated by the state organiza- 
tion of county commissioners. It defines 
the power of a board of county commis- 
Bioners and explains the relations of the 
commissioners to the other officers of the 
county. 

After Judge Featherstone finished the 
address, by resolution the convention re- 
quested that the Atlanta newspapers pub- 
lish it, and that the papers in all parts of 
the state copy. 

‘the address is as follows: 

‘“l'o the people of any county, the proper 
administration of its affairs ftinancially is 
a@ subject of fully as mudn imporiiance as 
is to them the proper financial administra- 
tion of the state or the federal govern- 
ment. The burden of county taxes is gen- 
eraily heavier than that of the state, and 
probably as heavy as that of the federa! 
Bovernment. but the proper financial ad- 
ministration of any government, even wat 
of a village, ‘has always been beset witn 
difficulties. ‘There is no machine like a 
government for raising money. Even that 
of a county is of wonderful capacity in 
this respect, and like Une greater ones, or 
more s0,its control for personal aggrandize- 
Taent, and not for honest public service, is 


too often souglt after by men and combi- 
mations of men who make poiitics a busi-

_ness. So that between tax payers on the 


One side and tax consumers on the other, 
there has always existed more or less of 
antagonism. 

“The result has been important restric- 
tions by the people upon tne powers of 
those with whom they entiust the dis- 
bursement of pubiic money. The dhief of 
these restrictions, applied to a county, it 
is of the utmost importance that boards 
of county commissioners should keep al- 
ways in view. It is this: ‘Iinat the county 
treasury is not subject to be urawn upon 
at the discretion of the county board; but 
that ali the objects for which the county 
money can be legally appropriated are 
fixed and specified by the laws of the 
State, nothing being chargeable to the 


county that some law of the state does not | 


Clearly so charge. In other words, that 
the people have not left it to the county 
boards to decide, but have themselves de- 
cided, and by their laws have declared, 
what things it may be just and proper for 
@ county to be charged witta. A county 
board, therefore, in passing upon claims 
against a county have no concern what- 
ever ‘with the merit of a ciaim, or whether 
as a matter of justice the county ought to 
y it. Their sole inquiry is whether there 
any law of the state which clearly 
charges such claim against the county. 
If there be none, they cannot pay it with- 
out misapplying the county’s money and 
abusing Utne trust imposed in them, however 
just they may deem such claim to be. 
“This restriction upon our powers is so 


disregard it so strong, that it may not be 
amiss to call your attention to some of 
the many decisions of our supreme court 
on the subject. 

“In 80 Ga., 490, the court says: “There is 
no liability on the county for any cause 
Whatever, except such as created by 
statute;’ in 60 Ga., 612: ‘Before an officer 
can be required to pay out public money, 
or be justified in doing so, those wiho de- 
mand its payment should be able to show 
a clear provision of law which entitles 
them to receive it;’ or as stated in 82 Ga., 
255, ‘Some law that clearing authorizes the 
expenditure.’ In 78 Ga, 167-8 it is held 
that in the absence of some law charging 
costs against the county, the courts have 
no power to do so—that ‘the power is 
legislative, and does not belong to the 
courts;’ and in 73 Ga., 806, that laws pro- 
viding for costs and compensation of pub- 
lic officers must be construed strictly, and 
no more allowed than by the law plainly

~“In regard to duties which the law has 
abways required of sheriffs, and other pub- 
lic officers, but for which it provided no 
compensation, besides the general emolu- 
ments of the office, the court say in 44 Ga., 
‘He who takes the office takes 
the obligation resting on 
perform ali its duties, as well 
those for which fees are provided as those 
having no pecuniary emolument attached 
to them,’ in 2 Ga. 243, that if unwilling to 
do so, ‘he should resign the office to those 
who are;’ and in 65 Ga. 85, that the ‘mis- 
chievous practice’ of officers charging for 
Such services is ‘a great evil, and cannot be 
too strongly condemnea.’ 

“Such then is plainly the law. The power 
and the duty of a county board is to audit 
claims whiah the law has charged upon 
the cuounty. With claims not by law so 
charged they have nothing to do. They 
Can neither make law nor dispense with 
law. And in this respect a judge of the 
superior courts has no more power tban 
the county board. No more than the coun- 
ty board can he by his order make that a 
charge against the county which the law 
has not so made. See 48 Ga. 349-50: 58 Ga. 
384. And the county's liability under the 
law must be clear, all substantia] doubt 
being given in the county’s favor, for the 
law must be strictly construed against all 
persons claiming money out of its treasury. 

“The wisdom of this restriction is mani- 
fest. It is too often lost sight of. always 
to the public detriment. What remedy or 
means of enforcing inis restriction have 
the people? I know of no adjudications on 
the subjea& but from general principles of 
the law there is little doubt that members 
of a county board would be personally li- 
able to the county for an illegal appropria- 
tion of its money made by them knowingly: 
and there is no dovwbt thaf the person who 
received such appropriation would be Habie 
to refund it, whether he knew it to be 
illegal! or not: for his ignorance could no 
more invest in him title to su much of the 
county's money than the illegal action of 
ite board could do so. And if the board 
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should deotine to bring suit against him for 
its recovery, then any taxpayer might 
bring such suit in behalf of the county. 

“In «his antagonism between taxpayers 
and tax consumers the boards of county 
commissioners are on the side of and repre- 
sent the taxpayers. All other county ofil- 
cers are more or tess ‘ax consumers, and 
Set their livings, in part, at least, out of 
the county treasury. Their claims and ac- 
counts are to be gudited and passed upen by 
the county board. These county vofficera 
are as a class as hhonest and honorable as 
other classes of men, perhaps not more 
so. In enterprise and inteliectual resuvurees 
they surpass most other classes, Their 
nutural aud perpetual effort and aim is to 
get from the county treasury all tnat they 
may be entitled to, either under the law, 
or, wherein the law may be deficient, then 
under the rules of ‘equity,’ as interpreted 
by them, all doubts as to either being re- 
soived in ‘their own favor. They occupy 
thelr offices generally during long periods, 
becoming with experience more and more 
expert in their duties, and learning each 
year how to add something more to their 
‘Just’ allowance from the county treasury. 
A great advantage they have over the 
county board is that this allowance is not 
a fixed stipend, but is made up of a mul- 
titude of items involved in a labyrinth of 
fee bilis and @ maze of laws governing 
costs and county matters, perplexing even 
to the ab‘est lawyer, and constituting a 
mine of fees and aliowances chargable to 
the county which is perhaps inexhaustible, 
especially if the rules of ‘equity’ and not 
strict law, as insisted upon by those offi- 
cers, be ailowed to govern. Another great 
advantage of the county officer over the 
county commissioner is that the one is 
working to put money into his own pocket, 
while the other is guarding, not his own, 
but the public money. 

“Besides the county officers and thelr 
fees and the supervision of their accounts, 
the county board of course has to deal 
with many other persons and matters, But 
it is apparent the office ts no easy one, 
and the improvement of its conditions 
by legislation, if practicable, a thing 
much to be desired. As some such improve- 
ment I suggest, for one thing. that the 
laws governing county matters, including 
costs chargeable to the county, might be 
much reduced and simplified. For another 
thing, the remedy before suggested for the 
recovery of county money illegally appro- 
priated might be rendered more certain and 
effective by statute, thus putting all per- 
sOns on notice that when they obtained the 
county’s money, though by a regular order 
of its board, they di@ eo at their peril and 
would be liable to refund it, unless plainly 
sanctioned by law. 

“For still another thing, if some mode 
coulda be devisea@ for taking the election of 
county commissioners out of the influence 


of ee ee an important end would 


be attain The county officérs naturally 
combine for mutual aid in obtaining and 
in keeping their offices, The larger this 
‘combine’ may be, the stronger, and there- 
fore it will naturally inciude the county 
board, thus making its members to some 
extent, at least, allies and partisans of 
those whose claims against the county and 
whose accounts with the county they must 
pass upon. Besides, it is of great import- 
ance to these county officers to have a 
county board which will not be, as they 
put it, ‘unreasonable’ in reviewing their ac- 
counts, nor ‘niggardly’ in the allowance of 
their claims, but one that can be relied on 
to administer their ideas of equity and jus- 
tice. rather than strict law. It_is mani- 
festly a bad system which would permit 
the county officers to have the selection of 
the county board, but such in practice is 
frequently the result of the system which 
generally prevails. 

“There ig no plan for the election of 
commissioners free from objections. Elec- 
tion at a different time would be an im- 
provement. But the plan which most com- 
mends itself to my judgment would be to 
make the board consist of five members 
and the term five years, and let the elec- 
tion be by the grand jury, one member each 
year. Any one board then would represent 
elections by five separate gran@ juries. The 
law, of course, should be general, except 
that it might vary the number of commis- 
sioners for the several counties on a basis 
of population from five to perhaps ten. 

‘There are many other matters of county 
administration not satisfactory, especially 
the vast expense of our courts, over which 
the county boards have little control. Bur 
I shall trouble you with only ons other 
suggestion, and that appertaining to the 
tax collector’s office. 

“a large amount of taxes are annually 
collected from persons who make no re- 
turns to the tax receiver, are not assessed 
by him, and whose names do not appear 
at all on his digest. These taxes amounted 
to near $8,000 in my county for last year. 
For such faxes we have no means of charg- 
ine the tax collector in his annual settle- 
ments except his voluntary report of them. 
As a remedy I suggest the following: Let 
the state issue to the tax collector of each 
county each year proper biank tax re- 
ceipts with stubs attached, numbered con- 
secutively and bound in one or more books. 
Requiré all taxes for that year to be re- 
ceipted for on those blanks. making all 
other receipts void. Then make it a penal 
offense for the colector to detach a receipt 
without filling the stub with a true state- 
ment of the taxes it receiptea for or the 
reason whv detache’. There could then 
he no Wank stubs with receipts gone and 
the stubhook ‘would show all taxes collect- 
ed. as well those not on the digest, as that 


are.’’

In many instances 
when Bill met Jack for the first time since 
the surrender, nothing would do but a 
soctal drink with a toast to the memory 
of the old camp scenes and battle grounds. 
This naturally resulted in some of the he- 
roes getting a trifle too enthusiastic and 
the “police felt called upon to give them a 
temporary asylum until the unnatural en- 
thlusiasm died out. So the police court 
room was used for these very excusable 
convivial old boys who wore the gray. 

Upon the benches they were gently laid 
down to sleep off the effects of their pa- 
triotic libations, The fresh comers would 
not, at first, take kindly to a couch, but 
insisted upon sitting up and discussing 
war-times, back in the early sixties. 

It was a tender care the police of At- 
lanta took of these dear old fellows, who

The citizens are praising the police de- 
partment for the very excellent care they 
took of the large crowds. All the officers 
and men worked ten hours a day, and they 
Kad no child’s play in looking after the 
thousands of visitors during the week.

What men left their footprints in blood 
upon the frozen turnpyxes as they marched 
barefoot to bare their bosoms to the iron 
storm are worthy of a people’s reverent 
and thankful recggnition. Let every hand 
that denies them welcome forget its cun- 
ning and every tongue that speaks not to 
their honor or speaks but stinted praise 
cleave to the roof of the ingrate’s mouth. 
While woman lives an@ flowers bloom their 
memories will be honored, and when these 
daughters of the south shall have gone 
forward to meet their husbands, sons and 
brothers in the tented bivouac of the sky 
the legacy of their love and loyalty to the 
lost cause will be he'd in trust for faithful 
administration according to their last will 
and testament. 


Guard Our Histories. 


“We owe the passing confederates more 
than honor. Vefend them from historic 
mistake and misrepresentation. Guard your 
libraries and pubuiic schoois from autnors 
who are narrow enough to traduce your 
dead. Our soldiers were not ‘rebels.’ They 
were freemen asserting the right of local 
self-governinent. ‘Wasnington may have 
been a rebel, and he would have been 
hanged as euch if unsuccessful. But Jef- 
ferson Davis was not a rebel. That he was 
never tried was not due to the clemency 
of this benignant republic, but to the 
knowledge that he was not disloyal. That 
uncalled case gives us the indirect decision 
of a federal court. It is time ‘rebel’ had 
passed into disuse. No man shali put that 
stigma upon the brows of confederate he- 
hoes without at least one protest. We ask 
for nothing but the truth, and the writer 
who will not give that, but instead prefers 
to stigmatize our people is too mean [0 
write for Americans and too narrow to 
teach our children the facts of history. 

‘*Merge confederate and federal, Give us 
one memorial day and vue reunion day for 
the confederate veterans and the Grand 
Army of the Republic and unify poth in a 
broader Americanism than the north or 
the south alone can give. 

‘Does any irreconcilable object? He’s 

like the countryman who crossed a river 
with a wagon load of apples and with his 
wife and boy. The hind gate broke as the 
ascent was being made. ‘The apples rolled 
into the water and away and he sat down— 
to think as his wife drove on . ‘Go bring 
your daddy,’ she told her boy. ‘He won't 
come: he won't come! He's just a sittin 
here and cussin.’ 
: “We've lost much. But every southern 
man has found an ally and every northern 
man a fel'ow citizen since we left the 
stream of the past. Better than two mem- 
orial days, one for the dead of the south 
and another for the dead of the north; 
give us the same day for all. Let the 
same sun that breaks with kisses 
of light over the eastern hilis 
press with lips of brightness every soil by 
honored mattial dust: whatever the wind- 
ing sheet, whether blue or gray. It is 
not hara for ts of the south to decorate 
the graves of a former foe, whose chil- 
dren are our sons’ allies and comrades, 
and to sny, ‘well done!’ to men of rifle and 
sword that were able to take our flag. 


Unify Country Forever. 


“Clive us a reunion of both the confed- 
erate and the unfon soldiers, There might 
be a few collisions between the irrecon- 
cilables of each rank. But it woulq weld 
the people into a compact mass. The men 
that ‘foulzht would fraternize; and no 
spectacle of moral greatness, of genuine 
reconciliation, would equal or approximate 
the ningling and the marching of former 
combatants in the cities of our common 
country under both flags. I stand with 
reverence under .the regimental battle 
flag, giorified with shot and blood, wher- 
ever it was first unfurled. Conceding to 
the south loyalty to her convictions, ad- 
mitting for the north only love for the 
union, let them come together for a com- 
mon reunion and fraternizing. 

“All things here are ours! America’s 
honor belongs to every citizen. Its glory 
ang greatness are every American’s pos- 
session. Whenever anything in national 
prestige and prowess arises, remember it 
{is yours. The statesmanship of Washing- 
ton and Lincoln, the eloquence of Hill and 
Blaine, the generalship of Lee and of 
Grant, the death of Walker and of Mc- 
Pherson, the prowess of the blue and of 
the gray, the victories of our armies on 
every field in the civil strife under the 
stars and stripes or the stars and bars—all 
are our heritage Atlanta ought to build a 
battle mcnument to the dead upon her 
hills, surmounteq by two hero‘c figures of 
the opposing rank and dedicated to Amer- 
ican valor. Jackson’s statue would be 
very fitting in New York, and Lee should 
grace the capitol ground at Washington. 
I am glad the north gave Dewey and the 
south gave Schley to the nation’s heritage, 
and that a Georgian and a confederate led 
the fight at Santiago. Providence seems 
trying tc fuse us into solidarity, and to 
give the once contesting sections catise to 
glory in each other. Let the whole coun- 
try henor Jackson as honor honor HMan- 
cock, and glorify Pickett as they glorify 
Sedgwick. The eraves that hold the 
martial dust of American soldiers are alike 
shrines for patriotic pilgrimages and of- 
ferings. 

“True we've lost much, but something 
remains besides honor. We have a t 
country, rch in glory and privilege. It 
is not wise or sensible to set down and 
swear over our misfortunes when the past 
is fragrant with holiest memories and the 
future is full of promise. We can be dutt- 
ful te the lost cause, and maintain the 
religion of a righteous memory; and still 
feel that we are tn our Father’s house. 
and there to stay. This country is our 
heritage. Its glory is the ornament of our 
om people and its integrity is their de- 
ense." :

Augusta Southern Railroad Company v.

Fish, J.—l. Neither the stockholders nor 
the employees of a railroad company which 
has leased the property and franchises 
of another such company after it has in- 
eurred a liability, are, because of their be- 
ing such srock'inolders and employees and 
for this reason alone, disqualified from 
serving as jurorg on the trial of an action 
against the davter. In order to render 
these persons jncompetent, it should fur- 
ther appear that, because of their connec- 
tion with the lessee company or otherwise, 
they have some interest in the result of 
the trial. Were this not so, it does 
not appear that any juror in the present 
case was excluded from the panel by rea- 
son Of alleged disqualification. 

2. The fact that the judge of a city court 
manages the financia] affairs of his coun- 
ty does not disqualify him from presiding 
in an action against a railroad company of 
which that county is a stockholder, the 
judge himself having no personal or pecu- 
niary interest in the result of sucn an ac- 


tion. 

3. Unless the defendant’s non-liablity fol- 
lowed as a necessary legal conclusion from 
a given state of facts, it would not, in the 
trial of an action, be proper for the judge 
to Instruct the jury that under such a state 
of facts there could be no recovery for the 
plaintiff. 

4. What risks are usually incident to a 
given business must be determined by the 
jury under the facts and circumstances of 
each case; and while the judge may prop- 
erly instruct the jury that, as a general 
rule, an employee assumes such risks, a 
refusal to specify particular dangers or 
perils and inform the jury that these are 
wiuhin the rule is right. 

5. Proof that a deceased employee of a 
railroad company who was killed by the 
running of a train was without fault, 
raises a presumption that the company was 
in fault. Proof that the servants of the 
company who were operating the train 
were in fault puts upon the company the 
burden of showing that the deceased him- 
self was negligent, 

(a) Certain charges complained of in the 
present case were, though not so worded, 
in effect as abovVe stated. 

6. So much of section 2321 of the Civil 
Code as is embraced in the phrase, ‘‘the 
presumption in al] cases being against the 
company,”’ is inapplicable to a case where 
a railroad company is sued for the killing 
of an employee, uniess the plaintiff affirma- 
tively shows that the deceased was free 
from fault; and consequently, on the trial 
of such a case, the law embodied in this 
section should not, either literally or sub- 
stantially, be given in charge to the jury 
without plainly and distinctly stating the 
qualification herein indicated. 

7. In order to warrant a recovery under 
section 3828 of the Civil Code, by a moth- 
er for the homicide of her child, it must 
appear not only that the cxild contrip- 
uted to ther support, but also that she was 
dependent upon the child for such sup- 
port. A charge whioh eliminates from the 
consideration of the jury the latter ele- 
ment ds inaccurate. 

8. Assignments of error relating to the 
rejection of evidence cannot be consid- 
ered when it does not appear what, if any, 
objection was made thereto when offered. 
The evidence in the present case requiring 
a finding that the deceased Was an em- 
ployee of tne defendant, the charges relat- 
ing to this matter and complained of in 
the motion for a new trial, were not preju- 
dicia! to the latter; and the requests to 
charge, which assumed that the deceased 
was a mere vo.unteer, were properly re- 
fused.
